While it had generally been con­ 
ceded that the sam e House leader­ 
ship of the GOP 80th Congress of 
1947-48 would be carried over into 
the coming session, some influen­ 
tial Republicans are talking about 
a change. 
Halleck Makes Bid 
Rep. Joseph W. Martin Jr. of 
Massachusetts was speaker of the 
House and Rep. Charles A. Hal­ 
leck of Indiana was majority lead­ 
er in the 80th Congress. 
They have the inside track to 
regain those posts in the new 
House. 
But friends of Halleck are talk­ 
ing about booming him for the 
speakership and privately claim 
to have the backing of the Eisen­ 
hower forces. They claim that Hal­ 
leck was an Eisenhower supporter 
before the general won the GOP 
nomination, 
while 
M artin’s first 
choice was Gen. Douglas MacAr­ 
thur. 
It Halleck made a bid for the 
'speakership, Rep. Arends (R-Ill) 
may seek the Republican floor 
leadership. However, Arends re­ 
portedly would not run 
against 
Halleck for the majority leader 
post if Halleck sought that in­ 
stead. Arends has been Republi­ 
can whip of the House. 
Knows Old-Timers 
Strengthening M artin’s bid to re­ 
turn to the speakership is the fact 
that most Republicans in the new 
House are old-timers with whom 
Martin is personally popular. 
The speakership and leadership 
posts are selected by the majority 
party in party caucus. 
House Democrats have less or­ 
ganization trouble, now that they 
will be the minority party. 
Normally, Sam Rayburn of Texas 
would step down from the Speaker­ 
ship to become minority leader. He 
did that in the 80th Congress, ac­ 
cepting the minority leadership re­ 
luctantly. His choice for that post 
in the 80th Congress was Rep. 
McCormack of Massachusetts, m a­ 
jority leader in the present Con­ 
gress. 
Some Southern Democrats are 
insisting that Rayburn again take 
the job and are threatening to put 
forth 
a 
compromise 
candidate 
perhaps Rep. W alter of Pennsyl­ 
vania, in the event Rayburn de­ 
clines.

sengers. Why not trains? 
A lot of train wrecks could be avoided 
if radio communication was made avail­ 
able to train crews, so that 
engineers 
of 
trains operating on the same tracks would 
know' at all times their 
respective 
loca­ 
tions. 
The train wreck at Cavour, 
Wisconsin, 
for instance, which cost the life of one en­ 
gineer, serious injury to four others and 
damage estimated at more than $1,000,000 
to the tw'o trains, may have been avoid­

eommunicaiion with each other via radio. 
Granted that 
trains 
are 
designed 
to 
operate under strict safety orders which, 
ii followed to the letter, w'ould avoid most 
of the tragic wrecks, there still is no sub­ 
stitute for direct communication between 
approaching trains. 
The truth of the matter is that the rail­ 
roads have not yet utilized the opportuni­ 
ties for increased safety that radio makes 
possible to them.

The Doctor Says ... 


Periodic Checkups Are Largely 


Responsible For Disease Prevention

WASHINGTON — Washington 
c l i f f - 
dwellers 
are 
twittering, twerking, and 
titillating. There is nothing they love more 
then a change of administrations, and since 
moat of them are 
Republicans 
anyway, 
they are preening 
their 
social 
feather*, 
whetting their social 
axes, 
and 
getting 
ready for the Eisenhower administration as 
if it was to be the first rain after a 20-year 
drought on the social Sahara of Washing­ 
ton 
Especially they are looking forward to 
Mamie. Frankly there are some misgivings 
about Mamie. For some of the cliff-dwell­ 
er* remember, a 
little 
regretfully, 
how 
Mamie lived here all during the war with 
hardly a soul giving her a mere fare-thee- 
well. 
Mamie lived in an 
apartment 
at 
the 
Wardman Park Hotel with Ruth Butcher, 
wife of Commander Harry Butcher, nav­ 
al aide to Eisehower. They had a common 
sitting room, separate bedrooms, and lived 
as 
unobtrusively as hundreds of othei 
Army wives, of which the Capital had a 
wartime surfeit. 
As far as the elite along Massachusetts 
Avenue and the cozy snuggeries of George­ 
town were concerned, Mamie didn’t exist. 
Even whe nher husband climbed the pin­ 
nacle of military fame, no one bothered 
much, if any, about Mamie. 
Now some of them are 
wondering 
if 
Mamie will remember. Will she remember 
and resent? Washington society has heard 
tales that Mamie has changed since those 
war years. At Versailles, when she gave 
cocktail parties, so the ladies whisper, she 
tolerated no guest lower than the rank of 
lieutenant general. Will she be uppity in 
the White House or will she hold out the 
olive branch to the Republican 
socialites 
so long starved during the era of those 
hard-drinking, 
poker-playing 
“how-are- 
ya-honey” Democrats? 
That is one of the big questions worry­ 
ing Washington. The Korean war may ab­ 
sorb the new 
President-elect. 
European 
potentates may be planning new discus­ 
sions of loans and aid. Atomic energy may 
be crucial. But none of these is anywhere 
near as absorbing to those wh indulge in 
Washington’ s second 
greatest 
industry, 
“socialists,” as the question of what will 
Mamie do in the White House. 
BIG ATOMIC DECISION 
One of the first things General Eisen­ 
hower and Congress will have to decide 
after Jan. 20 is a question which a few 
years ago would 
have been considered a 
21st-century, 
Buck 
Rogers 
problem— 
whether to let private 
industry 
in 
on 
atomic research and know-how. 
Eisenhower doesn’t know it yet, but a 
secret vote was taken 
by 
the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission while the rest of the 
country was worrying about who was to be 
president, that the government’s monopoly 
on atomic research should be abandoned 
and its long-treasured information shared 
with private industry. 
This means that private utilities, such as 
gas and electric companies, would be given 
the secrets of government research, in or­ 
der to develop their own atomic energy 
eventually to replace coal, gas, 
oil, 
and 
water power. 
There is no nitention to open 
up 
the 
secrets of the atomic bomb, though witi 
the Russians having developed a bomb of 
their own, and with the British reputedly 
well caught up with us, even this may not 
be much of a secret. 
However, a majority of AEC members, 
after prolonged and solemn debate, voted 
that atomic industrial secrets should be 
developed in cooperation with private in­ 
dustry. They also agreed, 
howevei*, 
that 
private research must be carefully regu­ 
lated by the government. And Gene Zuck- 
ert, newest commissioner, pointed out that 
billions of U. S. dollars had been investel 
in developing atomic energy; therefore he 
urged that the public be reimbursed for 
its heavy expenditure, and 
that 
further 
improvements by private industry must be 
made available to the public on a recipro­ 
cal basis. 
Commissioned Henry Smyth raised the 
most objections to relinquishing the gov­ 
ernment’s atomic monopoly. He has argude 
.hat the AEC could pay 
its 
own 
way, 
rather than being a drain on the taxpayers, 
by developing its own atomic power. He 
aiso pointed out the hazards of atomic ex­ 
perimenting. However, he finally 
agreed 
to go along with the recommendation. 
Of 
all 
the 
commissioners, 
probably 
Chairman Gordon Dean was most insistent 
upon opening the atomic door to private 
industry. 
Note—when 
this 
recommendation 
is 
passed on to President 
Eisenhower 
and 
Congress in January, it will run up against 
varying reactions 
from 
some 
of 
Ike’s 
stanchest supporters, such as Sen. Bourke 
Hickenlocper of Iowa, who has repeat dly 
claimed that we were already too 
loose 
with our atomic information.

The shrine could be in honor of 
Williams’ reelection to a second 
term and his apparent election to 
a rare third term. 
No one wants to deny Williams 
all honors for being one 
of

most popular and effective politi­ 
cians of modern Michigan. It is 
not our purpose to pretend that 
Williams has not earned a lot of 
what he has achieved. 
Division Tells Story 
And it has been emphasized be­ 
fore 
that 
a 
lot 
of 
Williams’ 
strength has come from his con­ 
tinual and dramatic feuding with 
the 
GOP-controlled 
legislature. 
The people likes a scrapper and 
traditionally they side with gov­ 
ernors against legislatures. 
But an analysis of last Tuesday’s 
election can only show that the 
thing which put Williams in good 
position for a third term was the 
division of the state and presiden- 
ial ballot. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower carried 
outstate Michigan by around 500,- 
000 votes. Fred M. Alger Jr., GOP 
candidate for governor, lost the 
state by around 8,000 votes in the 
unofficial count. 
GOP Scheme Backfires 
Does anyone think that Williams 
would have won again if the vot­ 
ers had been able to vote a straight 
ticket on one ballot for the whole 
Republican slate from Eisenhower 
down to dog-catcher? 
Giving Williams all credit for 
his personal popularity 
there is 
eve ry reason to believe tha1 he 
could not have withstood the Eis­ 
enhower landslide if he had been 
on the same ballot with the p. e- 
sidei tial candidates. 
But he was benefitted by tile 
fact that the over-ager Republi­ 


ca ii legislature split the bailors be­ 
fore the 1944 presidential election 
to save their ticket from the pull 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Gov. Dewey earned the state i 
a: j way for the GOP cause and 
their little scheme was left ben aid 
to benefit Williams in 1948 and 
1952. 
Credit Vander Werp 
TAip split ballot scheme was c >n- i 
ce ved by Vander Werp, one of the 
nicest and most sincere men in the | 
legislature, who has become a sort j 
of self-appointed doctor of Micni- ; 
gan’s election system. 
Vander W erp has persuaded the 
legislature to adopt two major 
changes. One is the split ballot 
and the other the summer prim ­ 
ary that we had this year. 
The Republican candidates who 
rode to victory behind Eisenhower 
make it plain now that they think 
a straight single ballot would have 
carried Alger over the crest of 
Williams’ personal strength. 
They concede there still would 
have been a lot of splitting in Wil­ 
liams’ favor, but they are sure it 
wouldn’t have been enough. 
Thus, the GOP appears to be 
paying the penalty for tinkering 
with an established system, for 
changing the rules in the middle 
of the game for a momentary ad­ 
vantage.

German Fake Painter 
Startles Art Lovers 


By HANSJOERG FLACHMEYER 
Luebeck, Germany (JI — An ob­ 
scure German refugee painter has 
kicked over the easel for scores of 
Europe’s art experts. 
Lothar Malskat, who publicly 
fooled West German art authori­ 
ties with his fake medieval church 
murals, made a clean breast to 
police. 
‘‘Conscience” drove him, he said, 
to startle art lovers with the dis­ 
closure that the murals on St. 
Mary’s Church in Luebeck were 
not of 1270 A. D. origin but his 
own 1950 work. 
Gives Them Names 
The St. Mary’s murals, believed 
uncovered by war-time bomb dam­ 
age to the church and then “re­ 
stored,” actuaUy are faces of Ger­ 
man movie actresses, friends and 
relatives of the little painter. 
What made it worse for art ex­ 
perts and patrons was that the 
“restoration” at St. Mary’s was 
unveiled in the presence of West 
German Chancellor Konrad Aden­ 
auer himself. 
Malskat, who is 39, says he has 
produced hundreds of fake “old 
masters.” 
“They wanted names,” he said. 
“I gave names to them: Renoir, 
Rembrandt, Gaugin, Degas, Corot 
and others. 
They 
should have 
read ‘Malskat.’ ” 
Nervous art gallery men in im­ 
portant European cities are culling 
their stocks to make sure some 
of Malskat’s masterful “old mas­ 
ters” are not in their establish­ 
ments. 
Employer Blamed 
Only the refugee knows how 
many he turned out. 
The palette was washed clean 
when Malskat quarreled with his 
employer, Dietrich Fey, 40. 
claims the fake restorations and 
other phoney pieces were done at 
Fey’s order. 
Fey 
has 
not 
answered 
the 
charges formally, but his attorney 
issued a statement saying Malskat 
lied and that he would be sued 
for libel. 
Of toe St. Mary’s murals un­ 
veiled at the 700th anniversary of 
the old church, Malskat relates: 
“There was nothing left of Mid­ 


perpetrated a fake restoration in 
1937 on a 13th century painting 
which German art writers praised 
as original masterpieces “by our 
brilliant ancestors.” 
Malskat 
comes 
from 
Koe- 
nigsberg, East Prussia, taken over 
by the Russians in the last war 
and renamed Kaliningrad. He says 
he was almost found out back in 
1938 when he painted a turkey in 
a mural. A Hamburg 
professor 
pointed out that the arrival of tur­ 
keys in Europe from the new world 
postdated the paintings by a couple 
of centuries, but the Nazis wanted 
to avoid a scandal and invented 
a story that the Vikings brought 
them over. 
“I had seen some scratches on 
the wall which looked as if they 
might have been a turkey and 
painted it,” he explained.

A mine worker at the age of 
IO, he spent the night before his 
death at a meeting of his United 
Steelworkers, whose presidency he 
held concurrently with the presi­ 
dency of the parent CIO. 
There, he spoke with energy of 
labor’s gains, promised 
“whole­ 
some support to any administra­ 
tion that has in mind constructive 
measures for the common people,” 
and defied “special groups” to take 
away labor’s gains. 
Backer of Stevenson 
While his advocacy of Roose­ 
velt New Deal and Truman “fair 
Deal” policies was well known, 
death sealed his position on future 
CIO politics. 
An early backer of Adlai Steven­ 
son for the presidency, Murray de­ 
clined comment last week when 
Stevenson and the supporting CIO’s 
Political Action Committee went 
down to defeat at the polls. 
“I will indulge myself the lux­ 
ury of comment on the bedlam 
of the last three (election) months 
at the National Convention in Los 
Angeles,” he told steel workers 
Saturday night. 
That convention was to open a 
week from today, but as the CIO’s 
top leadership turned toward Pitts­ 
burgh and Murray’s funeral there 
Thursday, there were indications 
it would be postponed. 
The CIO’s political stand and a 
successor to Murray will be the 
two big questions of the conven­ 
tion. 
Haywood Successor? 
Some unionists want the organi­ 
zation to get out of political ac­ 
tivity and say the political Action 
Committee’s campaigning did the 
union movement more harm than 
good. Others want the political 
arm strengthened. 
As for Murray’s successor, much 
of the speculation is centered on 
two men—Allan S. Haywood, vet­ 
eran CIO executive vice president, 
and Walter Reuther, United Auto 
Workers president. 
Haywood, long a stalwart in the 
CIO’s organizational campaigns, is 
a veteran administrator. But his 
age, 64, could work against him. 
Reuther, 45, is popular and ener­ 
getic. But he may not want the 
responsibility of both jobs. 
The son of a miners’ union of­ 
ficial, Murray was born at Blan- 
tyre, Scotland, in 1886. He was 
introduced to unionism at the age 
of 6, when his father took him 
to a local meeting. 
At IO he went to work in the 
coal mines. He was only 16—and 
making 30 cents a day—when his 
family emigrated to the 
United 
States, settling in the bituminous 
coal fields of Western Pennsyl­ 
vania. He became a naturalized 
citizen in 1911. 
Studied At Night 
His rise was the familiar story— 
but the rare fact—of the immigrant 
lad who made good. 
He saved his money for a cor­ 
respondence course; 
worked all 
day and studied most of the night 
in his self-education; punched his 
way into labor prominence when 


he pummeled a company weigh­ 
master for a dishonest weight. 
The punch got him fired—but his 
fellow workers walked out with 
him and made him a local officer 
of the United Mine Workers. 
It was the last time he used his 
fists to win a point. Thereafter, 
he relied on a native canniness 
and a rare gift for persuasion. 
In the union, it brought him to 
the attention of Lewis, who made 
him a vice president in 1920. 
But most of all, his manner had 
its effect on his antagonists across 
the table of collective bargaining. 
Moreell said yesterday: 
“Murray was not a table pound­ 
er; he did it all simply by persua­ 
sion.” 
From 
organizer 
of the steel 
workers in the hectic mid-30s to 
their chief in the '40s, Murray had 
ample opportunity to display his 
talent. 
The union made gains in the hec­ 
tic 1946 strike. 
Boosted By Strikes 
In another strike in 1949, Murray 
was credited with breaking the 
companies’ solid front in getting 
Bethlehem Steel—the nation’s sec­ 
ond largest producer—to agree to 
pensions, hospitalization and other 
benefits. The rest of the industry 
capitulated a few weeks later. 
Another steel strike this year 
brought Murray 
into contention 
with the steelmen again. This time 
he sought a union shop. He won 
a partial victory: a modified union 
shop agreement, but negotiated a 
sizable wage boost. 
When it was all over, he and 
Fairless exchanged small gifts and 
expressed 
mutul 
pleasure over 
the negotiations. 
“The U. S. has lost a great citi­ 
zen as well as a great labor lead­ 
er,” Fairless said of Murray’s 
death. “While differing with his 
point of view at times, I always 
had respect for Philip Murray ae 
a Christian gentleman.” 
Left-Wingers Ousted 
A devout Catholic and long a 
bitter foe of communism, Murray 
in 1949 had IO left-wing unions 
ejected from 
the CIO on the 
grounds their officers hewed too 
close to the Moscow party line. 
His great skill as a negotiator 
won him appointments to various 
government councils under three 
presidents—Woodrow Wilson, War­ 
ren 
G. 
Harding 
and 
Franklin 
Roosevelt. 
Yet with all his power and pres­ 
tige, he remained at heart a trade 
unionist—with a trade unionist’s 
outlook.

Body.” He mentioned the book to 


Laughton, and they conceived the 
present production, which Laugh­ 
ton adapted and directed. 
Like “Don Juan,” “John Brown’s 
Body” is presented before micro­ 
phones *on a bare stage. Power. 
Massey and Miss Anderson assume 
voices of many figures of the Civil 
War era. 
The chorus provides 
music, atmosphere and sound ef­ 
fects. 
Success of the tour is assured. 
The show will play 77 engagements 
in IO weeks, most of them one- 
night stands. A large number of 
the engagements were sold out be­ 
fore the players hit the road.

Many young boys are shiftless 
and irresponsible until they are 
forced into responsibilities. That 
is what the two young boys who 
are breaking their mother’s heart 
need now: 
(Q) “I ain 16. There are four 
of us and my widowed mother. 
My older brother! just 
roams 
around the country and gives 
us a bad reputation. My other 
brother is 17' and is going along 
like his brother. We have just 
heard that he isn’t graduating 
from high 
school 
this 
year 
through his own fault. He doesn’t 
care about anything. I have an 
older sister who works out of 
town and sends money to help 
support the family. Because of 
my age, I can’t work and this 
means a heavy burden for my 
mother. This can't go on much 
longer. What can we do?” 
(A) Nothing would help your 
brothers so much as the discipline 
of military service. Try to per­ 
suade your older brother to join. 
Your younger brother’s case is 
far from hopeless. Just because 
he will not graduate from high 
school doesn’t mean he will turn 
into a failure. But he is likely to 
if you and the rest of the family 
mal*e him feel that he is. 
Why not urge him to attend a ; 
technical high school or a voca­ 
tional school where he can learn 
a trade? When he 
finishes 
his 
course of study he will be prepared 
to get a job. This may appeal to 
him far more than regular high 
school work. 
There are also opportunities for 
you to earn money in after school 
jobs, helping busy wives and baby­ 
sitting. Even if you do not earn as 
much as your sister, you will be 
doing your share and, by finish­ 
ing your education, you will be of 
more help to your mother later. 
Your brothers must realize that 
in their father’s place it is their 
duty and responsibility to care for 
the family. Perhaps your minis­ 
ter can get this thought across to 
them better than any family mem­ 
ber.
